ANEQ organizers urged 
Montrealers to demand the 
right to free public tran- 
sportation. André Remlard, a 
member of ANEQ's national 
executive, said the demand for 
free public transport was en- 
dorsed by ANEQ’s Montreal 
regional council In August. He 
said this struggle would be 
closely linked to the ANEQ 
demand for free education. 

In times of inflation and high 
student unemployment this bus 
fare Increase will undoubtedly 
mean restricted access to 
education, said Remlard. 

"It will only impose harder 
financial conditions on 
students in addition to in- 
creases in cafeterias’ prices 
and Cegeps’ and Universities' 
services." 

Remlard stressed the fact 
that mostly students, workers, 
unemployed and pensioned 
people will be hit by this in- 
crease. He said It will serve, to 
further narrow the social basis 
of higher education. 
•Lawrence Hannlgan, 
president of MUCTC, said the 
fare Increase was necessary to 
counter the effects of Inflation. 
He said that the new fares. were 
equal to the fares charged In 
Toronto.

Bell Canada technicians 
have agreed to a new contract 
so there will be a lot less sitting 
and waiting 1 ' for the phone to 
ring. The strikers return to work 
today to face a mammoth 
amount of backlogged orders. 

Moving day In Montreal is 
traditionally observed July 1, 
the same time the technicians 
began their work slowdown. 
This resulted in a huge number 
of unfilled orders from 
customers for disconnects and 
reconnects. 

In addition the downtown- 
area has its own September 
moving period when students 
return to their flats and place 
orders for telephone service. In 
the past Bell has been able to 
handle this large flow of ap- 
plications and guarantee 
service within a week, but this 
year "the summer's orders will 
have to be unearthed and 
completed before these new 
orders can be filled.

McGill seems an angry place to return to after four months 
of gainful employment. The endless queueing, the 
frustrations of registering and the worries of having a suf- 
ficient bankroll to finance a year's studies add an air of silent 
hostility to the campus. 

Being processed through an institution is alienating at the 
best of times, a university no less than the army,' a Job or 
entering the hospital to have your appendix removed. Indeed 
the latter Is probably far less painful than trying to tailor your 
academic Interests to fit an existing program. 

Once you have been counselled, photographed and 
orientated, however, a university does offer its participants 
the opportunity to pursue a wide range of non-academic 
interests. McGill has more clubs, societies, associations, 
fraternities and unions per student than Saskatchewan has 
grasshoppers. 

Students searching for social contact outside the lecture 
theatre can practice their Armenian withjhe Armenian club, 
feminize with the Women’s Union, polish their slogan 
hurling with the McGill Circle of the Canadian Communist 
League (M-L) or engage in verbal fencing with the Debating 
club. 

McGill extra-curricular organizations are as important a 
dimension of university life as are campus pubs and 
cafeteria food. They provide companshlonshlp, the op- 
portunity to cultivate an interest, subsidized group activities 
and often help students to identify their metier. 

One of the most visible of the university student 
organizations is the McGill Dally, copies of which you will 
see throughout the year, soaking up spilled coffee in the 
Union cafeteria, strewn about the library study areas and 
stacked unthumbed In the Daily newsstands. 

The .Dally Is published five days a week (In French on 
Tuesdays), run entirely by students and dedicated to prin- 
cipled Journalism. It covers issues of relevance to students 
as members of the McGill community and society at large. 

Last year over 150 McGill students had articles printed In 
the Dally. That’s in addition to the countless numbers that 
helped us with layout, office work and photography. It’s a 
large organization and we always need more help. 

The work Is demanding, often time consuming and rarely 
as noticed as we like to think. The Dally offices are In an 
obscure and windowless corner of the Union basement, 
room B03. All students Interested In helping with editing, 
photography, reporting and layout or Just reading copy, 
cursing Incompetence and occupying a chair are more than 
welcome to come down and have a kick at the cat. 

The Dally, as a McGill organization subsidized by all 
McGill students, Is your opportunity to release frustration in 
print or simply have a look at the news gathering process. 
You don’t need experience and you don’t have to be of a 
particular political persuasion to join the staff. All we require 
Is curiosity and a minimum of principles.

Referendum sign language is

They’re signs of the times and right 
now they’re all over Montreal and 
Quebec. 

Three predominate: the Parti 

Québécois’ la souveraineté-association 
c’est vivre— d’égal à égal, the Pro- 
Canada’s Foundation’s le Canada— j’y 
suis, J’y reste and the federal govern- 
ment's. Canada— pour vous servir, 
I working foryou. 

The billboard war began with Rene 
i Levesque’s announcement of a spring 
i 1980 referendum and chances are It 
i won’t subside until four weeks before 
the referendum, when all campaigning 
becomes subject to the restraints of Bill 
92. 

Bill 92, drawn up to insure a fair 
referendum, is legislation similar to that 
governing election campaigns. It 
provides for “yes" and "no" umbrella 
committees spending limited amounts 
of funds and having equal access to 
equal amounts of free air time. 

Christine ' Holroyd, executive 
secretary of the Pro-Canada Foun- 
dation, thinks the foundation’s big blue 
unilingual board Is a success. “We’ve 



easy to 
understand 



had so much good feedback that we’re 
really proud of It," she told the Daily. In 
fact a Swiss billboard collector visiting 
Quebec even asked for one to take 
home to the Alps, added Holroyd. 

Pro-Canada’s .billboard Is only one 
facet of a total campaign. "Personal 
testimonials In which Quebecers 
describe the advantages of being part 
of Canada and the civil liberties assured 
by having two levels of government," 
are also being aired on both television 
and radio with a fall step up about to get 
underway. 

Pro-Canada’s referendum publicity Is 
aimed largely at French Quebecers. 
Even though Holroyd thinks "the 
English community is probably already 
convinced against the cause of 



separation" there will be some airtime 
devoted to Quebec anglophones. To 
appeal to the ethnic population, Pro- 
Canada has arranged to have 
"testimonials from people with ethnic 
backgrounds." 

Holroyd was unpble to give any 
"dollar figures’ on the Pro-Canada 
Foundation's referendum advertising 
campaign. 

The large bilingual black billboards 
without the name of a sponsor are 
courtesy ofjhe federal government, a 
legacy of Liberal rule. Pierrette Lucas of 
the prime minister’s office told the Dally 
that the Tories have their own 
referendum strategy designed to make 
Canada work in a different way. 
Quebecers "shouldn't be seeing any 



more of those billboards going up," said 
Lucas, "Decisions are being recon- 
sidered," so some may soon be coming 
down. 

The Parti Québécois' billboard is less 
common than the other two. Like Pro- 
Canada's it is big and blue and 
unilingual. Only its message is dif- 
ferent: Vote yes to sovereignty- 
association. 

No one from the PQ was available to 
comment on the billboard or the other 
forms of pre-referendum publicity the 
party plans on using. 

Representatives of Claude Neon 
Limited, the sign company in charge of 
the billboards, told the Daily that ad- 
vertisers have little say in determining 
the locations of their signs, which Is 
why they are often in close proximity to 
each other. "It's mostly a matter of 
availability of space," commented a 
company spokesperson. 

Still the signs are being noticed by 
Quebecers. Last week a Montreal 
Gazette reader wrote In to complain 
about the hazards of signs located at 
highway intersections. 

Apparently they’re driving people to 
distraction. 



Student jobless 
rate lower 
this summer 
than last 



Montreal (CUP)— The unem- 
ployment rate for students 
returning to school this fall 
was down five per cent from 
last summer. 

Statistics Canada figures for 
the month of July indicate 
that 12.5 per cent of the 
student labour force returning 
to classes was unemployed. 

Comparable figures for the 
previous year show a 17.9 per 
cent jobless rate for these 
students.

The labour force includes all 
students between the ages of 
15 and 24 who were actually 
looking for work. Only 53.2 
per cent of returning Quebec 
students were doing so. 

Graduates and those not 
returning to school were the 
hardest hit with 26.4 per cent 
unsuccessful in securing per- 
manent work. Of the class of 
79, 79.3 per cent were looking 
for employment. 

The picture throughout the 



rest of Canada is pretty much 
the same. The national return- 
ing student unemployment 
rate for July was 11.9 per 
cent.

Angry Soviets expel law prof

McGill law professor Irwin 
Cotier was forcibly expelled 
from the Soviet Union three 
weeks ago for allegedly par- 
ticipating In "anti-Soviet ac- 
tivities." 

Cotier, the acting lawyer for 
Soviet dissident Anatoly 
Sharansky, was attending the 
Eleventh International Political 
Science Association in 
Moscow as a Canadian 
delegate. 

His expulsion has met with 
widespread criticism from the 
international diplomatic 
community. Shortly after the 
Incident occurred, Flora 
Macdonald, Canadian minister 
of external affairs, Indicated to 
Cotier that the Canadian 



government would register an 
official protest with the USSR 
covering "the manner, as well 
as the fact of the expulsion." 

‘ In an interview with the Dally, 
Cotier said he was expelled 
because he attempted to visit 
Sharansky’s parents on the 
occasion of their fiftieth 
wedding anniversary. 

Prior to leaving Moscow, 
Cotier said he sought and 
received permission to un- 
dertake the trip from the In- 
tourist agent In his hotel. The 
agent encouraged the outing, 
.saying that It was “a good time 
to visit the countryside". He 
- also told Cotier that there was 
an Interesting monument to 
visit on the way. Cotier said he 
and Russian professor 



Alexander Lerner drove to Istra, 
the Moscow suburb where the 
Sharanskys reside. The Soviet 
Militia stopped them and 
ushered them into a compound. 

Cotier then asked if the 
Soviets would notify the 
Canadian Embassy or the 
convention's organizing 
committee of his detention. 
These requests were also 
denied. 

Cotier- was then presented 
with* a pre-prepared protocol 
stating that he had violated the 
local regulations for travel in 
thô Soviet Union. 

According to Cotier, the 
protocol contained several 
Inaccuracies. The Soviets at 
first refused to correct the 
errors but finally allowed Cotier 



to have his statement included 
In the document. They would 
not, however, permit him to 
have a copy of the charges. 

Following the Interrogation, 
Cotier and Lerner were returned 
to the hotel in the company of 
uniformed militia and KGB 
agents. Upon arrival, he was 
told to wait in the car while his 
escorts went inside to contact 
the Intourist official. His 
escorts advised him that he 
would probably be able to 
return to Istra with Lerner. 

Twenty minutes later the 
agents ushered Cotier Into a 
room, and left him there with an 
interpreter. Several agents later 
entered and handed the in- ' 
terpreter a statement, which 
was read aloud to Cotier. It 



said, "you have five minutes to 
pack your bags and get out of 
Moscow." 

Once again, Cotier’s 
requests to contact friends 
were refused. He was escorted 
to his room and when he at- 
tempted to telephone the 
Canadian embassy, he said, the 
receiver was pulled from his 
ear. After packing, he was 
"somewhat forcibly" escorted 
out of the hotel and his 
passport confiscated. 

He was then driven "at 
breakneck speeds" to the 
Moscow 'airport, where the 
militia car drove right out to the 
tarmac bypassing the passport 
and customs offices. After

another ten minute wait he was 
brought into a room adjacent to 
the tarmac where he was 
frisked and subjected to a 
search of his belongings. 

The Soviets confiscated all 
documents that bore any 
relation to the subject of Soviet 
political prisoners, or to the 
Sharansky case. Ironically 
enough, most of the seized 
documents were either public 
documents, documents that 
had already been sent to Soviet 
officials, or documents that he 
had Intended to use In his 
discussions with Soviet of- 
ficials. 

Cotier was then ‘placed on a 
Japan Air Lines jet for tran- 
sportation from Moscow, 
whereupon the local J.AL 
manager agreed to contact the 
Canadian embassy. 

Cotier's expulsion is only one 
of a number of such actions 
undertaken by the Soviets 
against lawyers associated 
with dissidents. Last Sep- 
tember, an American labour 
lawyer representing Ukrainian 
dissident Oleksander 
Serkhiyenko was expelled from 
the Soviet Union by “a com- 
petent organ of the state." The 
charge: he had participated In 
anti-Soviet activity and he was 
not à lawyer. 

Cotier is not the first lawyer 
to be expelled for participating 
In the Sharansky case either. 
According to Soviet law, any 
citizen of the Soviet Union is 
entitled to have a lawyer of his 
choice present at his trial. 
However, when Sharansky's 
first lawyer, Dina Kaminskaya 
agreed to take his case, she 
was summarily éxpelled from 
the Soviet Union. After her 
expulsion, TASS, the Soviet 
news agency, released a 
communique that accused her 
of not being a lawyer although 
she had been a member of the 
Moscow Collegium of Lawyers 
for 25 years. 

Following Cotier’s expulsion, 
TASS issued a news release 
questioning his legal 
credentials. 

Cotier says that this shows 
the political contradictions 
undermining the Soviet legal 
system. "It seems”, said Cotier, 
"that anybody who responds to 
the rights accorded by Soviet 
law runs the risk of being the 
object of this treatment."

The bells tolled on the very 
next Redmen series. Steve 
Geoghegan's option pass was 
redirected by Raven corner- 
back Ed McMIlllan at the Mc- 
Gill 54. In trots Carleton back- 
up quarterback Gary Hindley, 
a well built young man, with a 
halfback's birdcage mask bolt- 
ed to his helmet. Will Gary 
know what a pocket Is? 

"He throws accurately,” 
pointed out Carleton Head 
Coach Bryan Healey, "but I 
don’t like to put a freshman 
Into a pressure situation."

Gallo's convert made the 
score 15-10 McGill at the 
mid-point of the fourth quart- 
er. And even though the Red- 
men were ahead, they were 
behind.
